On Wednesday morning, October 
27, the Elba City Council held a spe- 
cial called meeting for the purpose 
of obtaining a legal opinion from the 
Alabama League of Municipalities. 

During the regular council meet- 
ing the previous evening, a question 
arose pertaining to the petition seck- 
ing a wel/dry referendum be held in 
Elba on November 9, 

The council voted Wednesday 
morning not to hold the wet/dry vote 
on November 9 rescinding their ac- 
tion taken on October 19 placing it 
on the ballot.

In the October 23rd council mect- 
ing, it was brought to the council’s 
attention that two of the pages on the 
petition had been submitted on the 
morning of October 19. This was 13 
days after the date (Oct. 6) that the 
initial petition was presented to the 
city clerk, 

The two pages of signatures bore 
the stamp of both dates - October 6 
& 19. The October 6th was later 
crossed out. 


According to reports, and there 
are conflicting reports, the petition, 
without the two additional pages, 
contained only 197 validated names. 
This is 11 signatures short of the re- 
quired 208 names needed to call for 
a referendum on the wet/dry issuc. 

A call was placed to one of the 
League’s attorney, Joseph Ketter, 
and the question - “Can the names 
on the two Bo received on the 
morning of October 19 be used in 


the count?” - was put to him. 

Kettler stated that the petition 
must have signatures numbering 
25% of the number of voters voting 
in the last municipal general elec- 
tion. This magic number is 208. 

He further stated that the petition 
must be filed 31 days prior to the 
date the referendum is to be held.

Near fatal logging 
accident occurs 
near Elba

A near fatal logging accident hap- 
pened in a wooded just west of Dan- 
ley’s Crossroads last Friday morn- 
ing. 

At approximately 10:05 a.m., 
Elba police received a call that a 
man had been struck by a falling tree 
during a logging operation. 

A unit of the Elba Rescue Squad 
was dispatched to the scene located 
in the woods approximately 2 to 3 
miles west of Co. Rd. 377 in the 
Brooksville Community. 

Upon arriving at the scene, emer- 
gency personnel found that the vic- 
tim, Fred Burch, 37, had been struck 
by a tree. It was unclear as to wheth- 
er the tree had been sawed or pushed 
down. 

Reportedly, Burch was sitting on 
a downed tree facing away from the 
direction of the falling tree. He was 
struck from behind by the tree.

Clinton Health Care Plan: More Trick than Treat 


It was a little ironic that Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Clinton chose to unveil 
their mammoth 1,342 page health 
care plan on Unfunded Federal Man- 
dates day — October 27. 

This appropriately set the stage 
fora disappointing week during which 
the American taxpayer learned that 
the Administration's health care plan 
is really more trick than treat. 

Now that more of the facts are 
seeping out, it appears that just about 
everyone is falling victim to the 
Administration's health care trick- 
ery. For example, low income and 
elderly will face deep cuts in Medic- 
aid and Medicare in order to finance 
the colossal new plan, and the major- 
ity of Americans who already like 
their health care plans will lose their 
choice. Many will even have to pay 
more for their health coverage. 

Let’s look at some of the latest 
figures the White House has released 
for funding their new health pro- 
gram. They plan to cut Medicare by 
$65 billion and Medicaid by a whop- 
ping $124 billion. 

Furthermore, they will act to 
slow down business by imposing yet 
another tax — a one percent payroll 
tax on corporations with 5,000 em- 
ployees which choose to self-insure.

pansions of existing programs and 
79 new federal mandates. 

Last week, Congressman 
Pete Stark, Democrat Chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Health 
Subcommittee, called the Clinton 
plan bad news. "The President de- 
stroys Medicare, destroys Medicaid, 
destroys the private insurance in- 
dustry as we know it and creates 
these complex, mammoth new state 
bureaucracies called alliances.” 

In fact, Democrats have be- 
come some of the Clinton health 
care plan’s loudestcritics. Recently, 
Democrat Senator Daniel Moynihan 
of New York called the proposal 
“sheer fantasy.” 

Then there’s the lack of choice 
in health care. The Administration 
will be forced to create a “one size 
fits all” health care system with uni- 
form benefits packages.

Education Superintendent Wayne 
Teague requesting a listing of em- 
ployces of the State Department of 
Education in Montgomery who had 
salaries over sixty thousand dollars 
($60,000) per year, 

I also requested a listing of those 
persons working in Montgomery for 
‘the State Junior Colleges or Commu- 
nity Colleges who were paid more 
than sixty thousand dollars 
($60,000) per year and also a listing 
of presidents ang deans who were 
paid more than sixty thousand dol- 
_ lars ($60,000) per year. 

I received a prompt reply from 
the department attorney who listed 
the State Superintendents and some 
four or five assistant superintendents 
“as receiving more than sixty thou- 
-gand dollars per year. He then listed 
‘several merit system employees who 
» worked for the State Department of 
Education in Montgomery as recciv- 
-ing more than sixty thousand dollars 
per year. The attorncy’s letter then 
‘informed me that information con- 
cerning the State Junior Colleges 
and Community College salaries 
-would have to come from Chancel- 
‘lor Fred Gainous. I immediately 
wrote to Chancellor Fred Gainous 
for information on salaries. 

Mr. Gainous replicd showing a 
salary of $148,035 for himself, six 
others with salaries above sixty thou- 
sand dollars, 109 deans with salaries 
ranging from $52,734 to $61,118. 
There were 32 junior college presi- 
dents with salaries ranging from 
$74,022 to $79,598. This does not 
‘include recent raises or housing al- 
.lowances. The list does not include 
the salary of Charlie Britnell. 

From news reports, it appears that 
there is a greedy, reckless grab for 
‘raises on already high salarics by 
Fred Gainous, his college deans and 
‘presidents. All of it is approved by 
the State Board of Education. 

Alabama taxpayers are already 
paying several billion dollars a year 
for the education of our young.

“The Govemor's proclamation is 
also a reminder that, even with the 
progress we have made, there are 
many children in our state sull. wait- 
ing for permanent homes. Currently, 
there are more than 200 Alabama 
children available for adoption,” she 
Said 

Through community outreach and 


public information activities, the De- 
partment of Human Resources is 
making headway in getting out the 
facts about adoption, but some 
myths sull persist. “Probably no mis- 
concepuion is more common than the 
belicf that only wealthy people are 
approved to adopt a child, The fact is 
that persons interested in adoption 
must only be able to take care of the 
child as if they were the child's bio- 
logical parents,” Ms. Biddle ex- 
plained. "Others believe, incorrectly, 
that single people are not allowed to 
adopt a child. Being single does not 
disqualify a person from adopting a 
child,” she stated. 

Medicaid coverage and monthly 
subsidies are available for families 
approved to adopt some sibling 
groups, and some children with men- 
tal and physical abilities. “Adopting 
a child through a private agency can 
be an expensive proposition, but 
when one adopts a child through the 
Department of Human Resources, 
there is no placement charge,” noted 
Ms. Biddle. For more information

“We know that in everything God 
works for good with those who love 
him, who are called according to his 
purpose.” (Rom. 8:28 RSV), 

There are no exceptions indicated 
in this sweeping promise from God's 
word! No matter how overwhelming 
a tragedy may be, God promises that 
when we cooperate with his grace 
we can work in that situation for the 
good of those who love him. 

I remember clearly moving to 
Elba about two and one-half years 
ago as this community was still re- 


_ building in the aftermath of a devas- 


tating flood. No one would assign 
the damage of the flood to the inten- 
tional will of God, but many of you 
can cite examples of how good came 
into your lives as a result of God’s 
grace enabling this community to 
make the best of a bad situation, We 
will never settle the questions of 
“why” relating to that event, but 
most of you know some of the “how 
to's” of survival in the face of for- 
midable circumstances, Your charac- 
ter and faith have been tested in 
ways that have equipped you to deal 
more confidently with whatever 
comes your way. 

None of us wants to be exposed 
to tragedy and danger, but when we 
discover how God keeps his promis- 
es and works for our good in the 
midst of them, we rejoice with his 
disciples of old that we are “counted 
worthy to suffer dishonor..." (Acts 
5:41 RSV). In the face of crisis and 
threats to our well-being we find we 
have friends we didn’t know we had. 
God works for our good in giving us 
courage to assert ourselves and work 
together to confront evil and declare 
it unwelcome. He gives us discern- 
ment so that we can know the differ- 
ence between truth and deception. 
Sometimes He works for our good to 


humble us and remind us dramatical- 
ly that we can't deal with the issucs 
in our own strength, and we Icam to 
depend more on his wisdom and 
power. 

We are also instructed, “...Give 
thanks in all circumstances..." (1 
Thessalonians 5:18 RSV). We are 
not told to be thankful “for” all cir- 
cumstances, but “in” all circum- 
stances, It must be that the two ideas 
are connected. If we belicve that 
God will work for our good in all 
circumstances, it will be possible for 
us to maintain a thankful spirit no 
matter what we face from day to 
day.

Four of the Hillcrest losses came 
to some of the state's top teams in 
Daphne (7-2), Southern Choctaw (9- 
0), Greenville (8-1) and Stanhope El- 
more (8-1), which makes the lack of 
wins on the schedule much less of a 
factor!

The Elba T igers stormed out to an 
early 20-0 lead and then survived an 
Andalusia rally and a severe thun- 
derstorm to drown the Bulldogs 28-

I will try to tell the huge changes 
that have occurred in one small area 
in Elba, in about 1935, give or take a 
few years 

From Simmons Street to the forks 
of Branuey-Troy Highway 

C. D, Miller Service Station cor- 
nered Claxton and Simmons. He had 
two or three stalls where he had me- 
chanics to repair cars. next came 
Sam Reeves’ wood working shop 
with the Mason and Easter Star 
meeting upstairs. This was a large 
unpainted virgin pine building. On 
that corner of Claxton and Buford 
was Fulton Clark's first filling sta- 
uion. It was a framed, small place, 
covered with galvanized tm, The 
two gas pumps might next to the 
building were hand operated, The 
round glass tanks on top held 10 gal- 
lons. You pumped the amount of gas 
you wanted into them and inserted 
the hose into your tank and gravity 
let it run trom the glass tank into 
your car. Then a piece of paper and 
pencil figured how much you owed. 
He had the first place in Elba that 
stayed open 24 hours right there in 
that small, narrow lite place. 

Across the road from Millers was 
what we called Aunt Babe Patrick's 
house. It faced Simmons and ts still 
there. Next was the Bob Cooper 
place. It was a large lot on Claxton, 
but the house faced Buford. On the 
east side of Claxton and Buford was 
the old Jordan house. It was unusual 
in that it did not have the high ceil- 
ings of that period. It had at least 
two apartments, I am pretty sure that 
is where a promising young attorney, 
who had married Sara Lee, was liv- 
ing when he diced leaving a young 
wife and small son. His name was 
Jefferson Albert Carnley, Jr. His fa- 
ther was, for a long ume, Probate 
Judge of Coffee County and one 
time gubernatorial candidate, I be- 
lieve that he diced of Brill’s fever. 
Next door to that on the corner of 
Claxton and Collier lived L. P. Mul- 
lins and family. It was a rather large 
story and half building. Bancroft 
Cooper, Ferrell Young, Billy Mul- 
lins, Fleetwood Carnley, and myself, 
there could have been others, dug a 
rather large deep pit in that back 
yard and since Mr. Mullins was in 
the lumber business, Billy got lum- 
ber for the top. 

On the west side on the corer of 
Claxton and Buford was the First 
Bapust pastorium, built in 1901 
while S. O. Y. Ray was pastor. He 
was the father of Mrs. J. A. Carnley, 
Sr. There was a large lot next to the 
pastorium on Claxton that was 
fenced in for a cow or garden. It 
went to an open ditch that separated 
that lot from the next house that was 
the Billy Ham house. 

On the northeast corner of Clax- 
ton and Collier was the house built 
in 1922 for Osburne Rainer. It facea 
Collier, and they lived there for a 
short ume before moving to Mont- 
gomery. I believe the Sam Morgans 
were living there in this period of 
ume. The next house on the east side 


of Claxton was the Walter Whitman 
house. Next to it was the James D. 
“Jim” Whitman house. Back to the 
west side next to the Baptist pastori- 
um, was the Billy Ham house. The 
Joe Young house camé next. The 
John Moorer Bonneau was next. 
This house and the Osburne Rainer 
place were built at the same time in 
1922. The Billy Ham house was a 
lithe before and both of the Whitman 
houses were a little later. You notice 
it is a very short block between Sim- 
mons and Buford. A real long one 
from Buford to Newton. A really 
long one from Newton on the west 
to Adkinson 

On the cast of Claxton was the 
Wiley Bullard home. It rather faced 
Newton. This is one of the oldest 
houses ever on Claxton, Mr. Bullard 
bought the house and I tried for 
years to find out who built it but nev- 
er found out. Jesse W. Blocker told 
me someone from Brantley built it 
and sold it when they moved. Mr. 
Bullard was a rural mail carrier and 
lived there when we moved here. He 
was very fricndly and carried me 
two or three times on his horse and 
buggy when I had not started to 
school. He had a car, but for several 
years he kept his horse and buggy 
because his car would not make it 
over those muddy dirt roads in bad 
weather. 

Back of the Bullard house on cast 
Claxton was Dave Cantaline and his 
wife that was always called “Ma”. 
Next was Smith Harper and his wife, 
Ada. Smith was the custodian for 
Elba Exchange Bank. Many a Satur- 
day morning the whole neighbor- 
hood was invaded by the most appe- 
lizing aroma, Smith and some 
friends were barbecuing in his 
friend’s backyard. This was real pit 
meat. They had dug a pit in the 
ground and built a shed over it. It 
was used for a long time. They start- 
ed it some time in the night and that 
big wash pot where the chickens 
were cooked and later the rice was 
cooked in the broth. It was so good. 

The next house was his mother’s, 
Rachael Simmons. She took in 
boarders. The house above, that was 
Rufus Adams and his wife, Lyda. 

We will go back tot he west side 
of Claxton at the corner of Newton. 
The house that was on that corner | 
believe was built by Frank Price. At 
the date we are talking about I am 
pretty sure was where Cleve and 
Daisy Rushing and their daughters, 
Katherine and Nell lived. There was 
a garden or cow lot above that to 
Boutwell’s Bakery. Boutwell’s Bak- 
ery was an Elba institulion. It was 
started by Moley C. Boutwell and 
his wife, Mary, in 1925. It had a 
brick oven. They lived next door. 
They baked a full line of products 
and became famous for their pound 
cakes. Over in the afternoon, the 
wonderful aromas would waft across 
a large area. It is strange how the 
smell of fresh baked bread baking 
excites the taste buds. I suppose it 
goes back hundreds of years in the

human species. They made two sizes 
of loaves. The small one was 5¢, one 
nickel. We young folks would go 
there and cach one of us would geta 
loaf. It was sull hot out of the oven, 
We would tear one end off and eat it. 
Then we would cat the hot, soft in- 
side, The outside crust was last. My 
supper we were ready to cat a regu- 
lar meal. That was just a snack, 

The Boutwell home was next 
door to the bakery. The next house 
was where Lelve Hammonds and his 
wife, Ida and family lived. Nearly 
everything that came into Elba came 
by railroad. Lelve took it from the 
railroad over in New Town and de- 
livered it to the buyer 

The next building was a small 
country store type building. It was 
owned and operated by Maggie 
Butts. She was also the first lady 
preacher that I knew, She was of the 
Pentecostal faith. In that day and 
time she was known as a Holiness 
Preacher. In that time it was ac- 
knowledge by all that she started the 
Wise Mill Church of God, We all 
called it the Maggie Butts Church. 

Let us now go to November of 
1993 in the same area and compare. 
I will not attempt to tcll of all the 
different changes, Just then and now. 

The corner of Simmons and Clax- 
ton, The east side, Kilby Johnson D/ 
B/A O. K. Tire Company uses the C. 
O, Miller building as storage. From 
there to Buford is a new building 
where he conducts business. On the 
west side of Claxton back of the Jim 
and Aunt Babe Patrick house, now 
owned by Henry Clark of Birming- 
ham, Ed Cooper owns the Cooper 
property and he and Nona have built 
a house facing Claxton. 

On the corner of Buford and east 
side of Claxton is Mr. Henry’s. I feel 
that they bought part of the property 
next door so they would have a large 
lot. Next to them on the corner of 
Claxton and Collier is an insurance 
and real estate office. 

Across the street starting at Bu- 
ford, the Baptist pastorium, the Billy 
Ham property, and Joe Young prop- 
erty are all owned and occupied by 
Peoples Bank of Elba, The next lot 
was where the Bonneau home was. 
In November of 1989 Marvin Rob- 
bins came to me and said he had a 
client that wanted a large lot and I 
had what he wanted, He offered me 
a good deal and I told him to let me 
think about it. I had moved there 
when I was 2 years old. I had a lot of 
my Grandparent Till’s antique furni- 
ture in it and I decided that I’d leave 
it to relatives. One week before 
March 17, 1990 the wicker shop 
from New Brockton called me and 
wanted to buy all of the wicker fur- 
niture on my front porch. I told them 
it was not for sale, I was leaving it to 
my relatives. I have never figured it 
out. They Lord or that Devil did not 
want me to do that. All of the two 
settees, two straight chairs, one rock- 
er and one foot stool all went. I had a 
ceiling fan out on my large front 
porch and loved to sit out there and

read. The house was so damaged 
that | gave it to Phillip and Sue Bog- 
gan. They moved it way out in the 
Saddle Hill Community and it looks 
great. Sue Young Boggan’s Great 
Uncle Lucious Young built that 
house in 1922, 

The house that Osborne Rainer 
built on the comer of Claxton and 
Collier was bought by Terry D. and 
Josephine Carnley Kendrick and 
they lived there longer than anyone 
else. Their son, J. Doug Kendrick 
gave it away and it was moved to the 
other side of Opp to the Babbie 
Community. The Jim and Walter 
Whitman houses are very much like 
they have been. I'delle, Mrs. J. D. 
Whitman, still lives there. 

The Wiley Bullard house was 
well kept for many, many years but 
no one lives there now and | am 

uile sure it will soon be gone, The 

antaline house was moved to Tuck- 
er Street and it looks very nice. 
Smith Harper, Rachael Simmons and 
Rufus Adams’ places were torn 
down years ago. A 7-11 Store and a 
paint and body shop went there. 
Now they are converted to other 
uses, 

Back to the east side of Claxton 
and Newton. The Frank Price house 
was bought by Oscar Sawyer and 
wife, Mrs. Eva Easters and son, 
Douglas moved in with them. After 
Mr. and Mrs. Sawyer’s death, Mrs. 
Easters lived there for many years. 
She is now in the Elba Nursing 
Home. I don’t know who owned the 
house when the flood of 1990 came. 
That house has been moved. Next 
door to that lot is an office building. 

Hardees occupies much of the 
space where Boutwell Bakery and 
house were located. The Lelve Ham- 
monds property was sold for a Pizza 
Place. It went under and Bob Eng- 
lish has his real estate and insurance 
office there. The Maggie Butts 
wooden country store burned in 
about 1970. I think Coston Morrow 
was operating it at the time. 

The Jim and Walter Whitman 
houses are all that is left in tact.

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City of Elba facing possible default on bond payment

Elba City Council members were 
told Monday evening there wasn’t 
enough money in the bank to make 
a $83-$84,000 General Obligation 
bond payment due the last of this 
month, Mayor Ricky Haywood told 
council members that bookkeeper 
M Hardwick was predicting a 
shortfall of cash needed to make the 
payment. 

The council will tackle this matter 
at the next council meeting after 
Haywood gives an exact amount of 
additional money needed to make 
the payment. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
asked what was being done to insure 
Elba has funds on hand to meet debt 
service. He then noted, “If we had 


passed a 10% sales tax last month 
when you (mayor) recommended a 
1% increase, we would still be short 
on this payment.” 

Haywood acknowledged that was 
true. 

The much delayed 1993-94 bud- 
get was again tabled, awaiting de- 
tailed spending information — re- 
quested by council members. 

The council heard at least three 
request for leases on parts of the old 
school complex. 

Apparently the high school au- 
ditorium will be leased to Reverend 
Hirron Williams and The New 
Abundant Life Deliverance Church. 
Only some minor technical re- 
quirements remain before signing a 
lease on this facility. 

Williams told the council his 
group wanted the auditorium and 


two restrooms. He added, “We don’t 
come to beg for anything, we will 
pay our own way.” The minister ex- 
plained that they would clean up the 
facility and make any necessary re- 
pairs themselves. 

Ken English requested a lease on 
the elementary school lunchroom for 
a screen print operation, which 
would employ three people in the be- 
ginning. Questions about wording of 
the lease caused this to be tabled un- 
til the next meeting. 

Dolray Fleming again requested 
to lease this same area. At the last 
meeting, council members suggested 
she find an area at the Junior High 
School to put her planned teen rec- 
reation club. Again Monday night 
they asked that she look at the other 


school. : 
Mrs. Fleming agreed to return to 


the next meeting with a plan for part 
of the Jr. High wing. 

Fredrick Hamilton, of SE Al- 
abama Regional Planning & De- 
velopment addressed the council on 
the housing renovation program un- 
derway in Mulberry Heights. He not- 
ed that two streets had recently been 
deieted from the paving project and 


that could lower the city’s minimum 
match and cause the entire $400,000 
grant to be lost. 

Mayor Haywood questioned the 
change order deleting the streets, but 
Hamilton said he had no answers, 

After a lengthy discussion, the 
council voted for Gladys Yelverton’s

Reportedly: a mother and her 13- 
year-old daughter were taken at gun- 
point from their home in the Bethany 
Community by Myers. This occurred 
at approximately 10:30 p.m. on Sat- 
urday night. 

Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
stated that he (Myers) took the moth- 
er and daughter down an old logging 
road near the VFW Post located just 
off AL Hwy.
